The new discovoiy which Dr. Stean 
calla the "X-ray lluid” Is a liquid, the 
action of which reveals every detail 
in- the structure 
o t an organism on 
which It la brought to hear. 
W hen an X-ray Is turned on a liv­ 
ing thing, or p art of such, the bones 
only stand out in silhouette. 
When 
the sam e things is submerged tn tiie 
wonderful new fluid, veins, arta, les, 
tissues and the smallest details stand 
out clearly . 
The p erfection of the fluid required 
^'ven y ears of unrem itting work. The 
m anner in which the germ of the idea 
was born is an romantic as the story 
of W att and his steam engine. 
Hitting at work one day in his lab­ 
oratory , Dr. Stean suddenly 
noticed 
a drop of oil falling up on a p iece of 
p ap er

He atk ed himself the question,

might there not be some fluid which 
would p enetrate other substances and
